That's the startling verdict 
of Charles McQuiston, a for-

“Everything in the PSE 
charts tells me that someone 
else was involved in the as- 
sassination — and that Sirhan 
was programmed through hyp- 
nosis to kill RKK,” declared 
McQuiston. “What we have 
here is a real life ‘Manchurian 
Candidate.’ ” (In the book and 
movie of the same name, con- 
spirators use hypnosis to pro- 
gram a man to assassinate a 
presidential candidate.)
